WILSON'S DEPARTMENT DUE FOR SHAKE 


Beverly, Mass., Sept. 15.—The res- i 


icnatlon of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief 
of the bureau of chemistry in the de- 
partment of. agriculture and probably 
th« be«t known,pure food expert in 
the government'* service, will not be 
asked for by President Taft, despite 
recommendations that • it be requested, 
tnade by the personnel board of the 
department and endorsed by Attorney 
General' Wickersham. 


The' "condign punishment" fi\; t>r. 


Wiley, which Mr. Wickersham held to 
be necessary, will not be meted out 
by the chief executive. 
The presi- 


dent'* opinion, carrying no word -of 
criticism for Dr. Wiley but many * 
word of praise, was mad* public here 
today. 


Did Not Turn Down Wiokeriham. 
There Is no indication in it that the 


president feels that he "turned down" 
Mr. Wickersham by not accepting his 
recommendations. He explains that 
the attorney general's findings in the 
case were made with less complete 
data than was before him when he 
took it up. In the opinion the presi- 
dent admits what has been well known 
to many pergons close to the admin- 
istration that there is trouble in the 
department of agriculture. 
Speaking 


of congressional inquiry into that de- 
partment, unfinished at the last ses- 
sion, but to be taken up again next 
winter, Mr. Taft says: 


"The broader Issues raised by the 


Investigation 
which have a much 


weightier relation than this one to the 
general efficiency of the department 
may require much more radical ac- 
tion than the question I have consid- 
ered and decided." 


Means a Shake-Up. 


That this statement indicates a se- 


%rious shake-up In the department next 
winter was freely predicted here to- 
day.There have never been any intima- 
tions that Secretary "Wilson was dis- 
posed to retire and it is not believed 
here that the president would request 
him to do so. A general clean-up of 
affairs in the department,, however, 
could easily be required by the presi- 
dent and carried through when he re-

Bigelovv, assistant chief of the bureau, 
were charged with having conspired 
to pay Dr. Rusby a salary of $1,600 a 
year with' the tacit understanding that 
he was to do only enough work to se- 
cure this amount at the rate of $20 a 
day.

tbat the ladies! had barely time to es- 
cape from the house, with no oppor- 
tunity to either secure clothing or 
save any portion of the. contents of the. 


house, which was entirely destroyed. 
The loss In estimated at $2,000 and tho 
insurance $1,500. 


; Storm W«» Severe. 


Tho electrical storm which swept 


over Fort Wayne and adjoining ter- 
ritory oarly this morning was severe 
in its character. The wind at one time 
r&nohed a, velocity At thirty miles an 
hour, but the rainfall was not exces- 
sive, measuring

more than 


half an Inch, 


Chief damage reaulting was 
from 


lightning. 
Tho electricity put from 


300 to 400 telephones in Fort Wayne 
out of commission, and the farmer 
lines In all directions from Fort Wayne 
were hard hit.

tension system, and as a result cars 
on the Blufftop. division were running 
late during the greater part of the day.

Kiev, RussU, Sept. 15.—There ap- 


pears to be ground for hope today that 
Premier Stolypin will, for the third 
time, survive the attack ot an amasein. 
Fired upon at close range as he iat 
defenseless In his chair at the Muni- 
cipal theater last night, tho premier 
escaped with two wounds, neither of 
which, it is said, is necessarily fatal.

brother. -Alexander Stolypin, at St. 
Petersburg. In the early morning, stat- 
ed that the patients' condition was 
"very satisfactory" and the surgeons 
had not deemed an operation necessary. 
Their tentative judgment was that tho 
bullets had wounded the pleura and 
grazed the liver.. A pulse of 70 was 
recorded. 


Had a Good Sleep. 


Following his removal from the play- 


house the wounded man slept for four 
hours, after which the first, consulta- 
tion was held.

The newest coup of the temperance 


forces In their war on liquor selling 
at the fair caused something of a sen- 
sation at the fair grounds, but the 
men in charge of the s,aloon beneath 
the grand stand offered no resistance. 
When the warrant was read to them 
they quietly surrendered 
possession 


without protest. 


Hustled Out Customers. 


When the sheriff and his deputies 


stepped into the place a line of cus- 
tomers was standing at the bar, some 
of 
them 
with 
their 
half-emptied 


glasses still before them. They woru 
not alloxved to finish their potations, 
the glasses were swept away before 
their antonished eyes and they were 
hustled out of the building Then the 
gates were dropped to exclude the 
public, 
and 
the 
sheriff 
and 
his 


deputies, who had sent a call for 
trucks from the city, began piling up 
the boxes and barrels of liquor, the 
glasses and got them ready for load- 
ing to bring them to the city. 


Meanwhile the word that the officers 


were raiding the bar quickly passed 
about the grounds, and a curious 
crowd gathered about the closed gates 
of the bar-room section of the grand 
stand to watch the proceedings. 


"It's all off now" was "he comment 


of one of the men in charge of the 
saloon, and his manner indicated that 
no further effort would., be made to 
sell liquor during the fair. 


The raid upon the place was con- 


ducted by Sheriff Reichelderfer and 
Deputy Sheriffs Immel, Courdcvey and 
Shonefeld.

Not Much Hope for Fast Mile. 


Driver Harry C. Hersey was be- 


moaning the fact all day that track 
conditions would prevent a fast mile. 
He said that his'charges are out for 
exhibition purposes and that he is 
anxiou.s to leave a Rood impression In 
every town that he visits and that, 
nothing would have done him more 
good than to have one of the flyers clip 
oft a two-minute mile on the Fort 
Wayne track. 
This he thought would

Premier Stolypin, who was shot by 
the lawyer, Bogrof, during a gala per- 
formance at the theater in Kiev last 
night, will recover, is encouraged by 
a telegram received by the premier's 
brother, 
Alexander Stolypin, 
from 


Kiev early today. 


The message read: 
"At the first 


consultation the physicians conjecture 
that bullets wounded the pleura and 
grazed the liver. Condition very sat- 
isfactory. 
Pulse 70. Physicians de- 


cided operation unnecessary." 


Premier 
Stolypin 
was 
wounded 


twice, one bullet entering his 
hand, j 


while the other penetrated the body,' 
grazing the liver and lodging in the j 
spine. It is feared the wound caused i 
by the second bullet will cost the pre- 
mier1*' life. 


Emperor Nicholas was in the thea- 


ter at the time, and as the reports of 
the shots reverberated through the 
building the imperial secret police 
tightened its cordon of guards about 
the czar and kept the panic-stricken 
crowd from surging toward his box. 


The assassin was seized before he 


had time to make a. dash for freedom.

Charles Sandercock is Whirled to His 


Death About Underground Shaft 


at Rolling Mills. 


Entirely stripped of wearing ap- 


parel save for the shoe upon the right 
foot, the lifeless and mangled body of 
Charles Sandercock, employed as an 
oiler at the Fort Wayne Rolling Mills, 
was found at 6 o'clock this morning 
in a pit. at the mills where the man 
had been whirled to a horrible death 
about, a. line shaft. 


Sanrtercock was about 
3fi years of 


,ige. married, and 
resided on Wal- 


ter avenue. He was 
a. member of 


the night, force at the rolling mills and 
was last seen 
by 
fellow 
workmen 


about 2 o'clock this morning. When 
his absence was noted a search was 
made, resulting in the-finding of the 
body. 
Both Sandercock's 
legs were 


broken below the knee, the rear por- 
tion of his skull was crushed in and 
there were Injuries upon other por- 
tions of the 
body. ' Coroner KesW 


was summoned and the mangled form 
of the dead man was removed to the 
Peltier undertaking establishment. 


The shafting about which Sander- 


cock was whirled to his death extends 
beneath the floor level along a trench 
some three feet in width to the ma- 
chines for which it furnishes power, 


and at occasional intervals are open-' 
Ings in the hoard covering over tha 
trench, 
making 
pits 
approximately 


three feet square. 
It was in one r>f 


these pits that Sandercock met his 
death. 
Employes at the mill say he 


had no occasion to descend the pit, 
and the opinion is expressed that he 
must have fallen into it accidentally. 
His clothing caught-in the. shaft and 
the 
man must ba.ve been whirled 


about, the shaft in the 
narrow 
njt 


with 
frightful 
force to 
completrty 


strip the body of clothing. The roar 
of 
the 
machinery 
evidently 
had 


drowned his outcries and none of the 
other workmen chanced to pass the 
spot until search was instituted for 
the missing man. 


Sandcrcook formerly lived at 3426 


Beaver avenue, but recently moved to 
the homo of his father-in-law

widow, he is survived by two children, 
one of three years s,nd theaother an in- 
fant, of six months.

PROGRESS MEAXS ECOXOMY., 


Fort Wayne is now disposing of city garbage in the 


most expensive way known to municipal practice. 
It 


is sheer expense, for none of the modern economies 
of garbage disposal arc consulted. 
It is proposed to 


increase this expense, without elTort to apply to the 
system any of the means by which other cities make 
the disposal of garbage yield a return. 
Some cities 


have developed systems by which almost the whole 
expense of collecting and disposing of city waste is 
recovered. 
Others have increased the efficiency of 


their systems without adding to the expense. 
Fort 


iWaync has a grossly inefficient system which does not 
yield a dollar of return. To increase the efficiency of 
collection here it is designed merely to enlarge the 
appropriation for expense of collecting garbage anc: 
to attempt to meet the greater draft on the crematory 
by enlarging it. which is to say by trying to make 
it what it was originally when the city was little more 
than half its present population. 
It would be a meas- 


ure of progress and of economy as well to resolve to 
have done with this old system at the earliest possible 
day and to rcpalce it with a modern system by whicli 
efficiency can be increased rind t'nr cust of it met by 
the tested and approved methods of disposal. Such a 
system would pay for itself in a few years and could 
from time to time be expanded to meet the increased 
needs of a rapidly growing city without periodical in- 
crease of the burdens put upon the taxpayers. 
To

FROM FREEDOM TO DESPOTISM. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


With the remarkable development of the sciences in the 


last rentury the writers oC history became imbued with 
the enthusiasms of their scieirUfic brethren. 
It was 


evidently possible to deduce laws in accordance with 
which natural processes went on. 
Was it not eqtiall> 


possible lo discover the laws of historical development? 
A chemist could predict with reasonable certainty that 
a mixture of two parts of hydrogen with one of oxygen 
would produce water. 
Why shouldn't a historian be 


able lo predict from the observable factors the exact 
date of the abolition of the house of lords? 


Serious attempts were accordingly made hy several 


men in the last century to reduce history to a science, 
and while in the strict sense, perhaps, they were fore- 
doomed to failure, their work has been abundantly fruit- 
ful — particularly that siiRgested by Marx in interpreting 
history in the light of the struggle to make a living. 


The latest attempt, made in apparent ignorance of the 


work already done in tbc economic interpretation, is 
embodied in a little book. "From Freedom lo Despot- 
ism." published by the author, Mr. Charles M. 
worth. of Washington. 


Where there IB an absence of economic development. 


Mr. Hollingsworth says, the government must, become 
a despotism. 
The resources of the country fell under. 


th" control of the property-holding classes, and these 
classes are interested in supporting a despotic govern- 
ment. 
Then with economic development there is a ten- 


dency toward democratic forms since Ihere tends to be 
a diffusion of prosperity, and the large property-holding 
class can govern only through a~ representative body. 
Finally, when I his period of expansion ends, there is a 
reaction toward despotism since the means of liveli- 
hood fall under the monopolistic control of a small 
class once more, and the mass of the people necessarily 
accept a permanently subordinate position. 


Applying this theory to history Mr. Hollingsworth 


linds that the tendency of nalions has been as in Rome, 
from a kingship lo a republic and then hack lo an im- 
perial despotism. 
In England, for instance, with the 


economic expansion following the discovery of America. 
the Tudor despotism gave way to the supremacy of 
parliament. 
Xow. in Mr. Hollingsworth's opinion, that 


country is nearing the end of the expansion period. 
So are oilier advanced nations. 


The tendency in the United States to minimize the 


functions of legislative bodies and to give increasing 
power to ibe oxecutve, lie believes points in the same 
direction. 
This country, he insists, must, inevitably be- 


come a doijpolism under a "capable personal arbitrary 
ruler."

"Dr. Rusby lived in New York and 


vas employed as a scientific expert in 
the bureau of chemistry to examine

dollars a day for laboratory work and 
flfty dollars a day for attendance In 
court. 


"On May 24, 1909, the attorney gen- 


eral advised the secretary of agricul- 
ture that under tlie act of March 4, 
1907, (34 stat.

a salary to exceed nine dollars a day. 
On May 29, 1909,J an order was is- 
sued putting him on the roll at a sal- 
ary of nine dollars a day when actu- 
ally employed. Dr. Rusby objected to 
this and applied to Dr. Kebler, chief 
of the drug • laboratory, to secure a 
di'Ierent arrangement. 
This matter 


sterns to have been held in abeyance 
or some time. 
Finally as a result 


,f a conference between Dr. Kebler, 
>r. Bigelow and Dr. Wiley with re- 
pp ?t to the request of Dr. Rusby for 
c.n increased compensation, Dr. Wiley 
said he would submit to you for your 
approval an appointment of Dr. Rusby' 
at a salary at the rate of $2,000 per 
annum on the miscellaneous roll. 


What Dr. Bigelow Wrote. 


"Dr. Bigelow, then wrote to Dr. 


Rusby under date of January 21, 1S10, 
as follows: 


" 'Kebler and I took the matter up 


with Dr. Wiley today and he said he 
would approve it if we -had on record 
an understanding 
with you so we 


could not be held responsible for your 
receiving an annual salary and not 
devoting your whole time 
to the 


bureau. 
I told him that if you were 


given an appointment at the rate of 
5170 a month, you would agree not to 
receive more than twenty dollars a 
day for time actually employed. 
By 


that I mean the usual official day of 
7'/s hours. 
This would be equivalent 


to 8% days a month on the average. 
I told him that if it happened that 
your work for the department amount- 
ed on the average to less time than 
that you would ask for leave of ab- 
sence for sufficient time to bring it to 
that basis.' 


Meaning Not Clear to Rusby. 


"Dr. Rusby answered this letter and 


o.uestioned what was meant by it. He 
said he did not understand Bigelow's 
letter clearly and supposed that if he 
did not earn the entire salary he would 
not expect to receive any more than 
was earned. 


"Meantime, 
on February 
6, Dr. 


Wiley submitted to you an appoint- 
ment of Dr. Rusby at a salary at the 
rate of 11,600 per annum on the mis- 
cellaneous roll. He made the reduc- 
tion after examining the records anrt 
finding the amount of work done by 
Dr. Rusby during the preceding two 
years. 
You approved this appoint- 


ment. 


Rusby Not Satisfied. 


"This did not satisfy Dr. Rusby and 


he sought further information in a 
letter dated March 3, 1911, as follows: 


new appointment nothing more can be 
done and your services so far as our 
work is concerned can no longer be 
utilized materially in the future.' 


Rusby Decides to Accept. 


"On March 6 Dr. Rusby wrote to Dr. 


Kebler saying that he had decided to 
accept the appointment. 
The nub of 


the charge by the personnel 
board 


was that Dr. Wiley, Dr. Kebler, Dr. 
Bigelow and Dr. Rusby in effect con- 
spired to put on the record a contract 
for a general 
employment 
of 
Dr. 


Rusby's services for $1,600 a year, but 
actually and secretly made a contract 
with him by which he was only to do 
enough work during the year for the 
$1,600 to secure him a compensation 
qf $20 a day and that this was done 
in deliberate and defiant violation of 
the law as interpreted by the attor- 
ney general in the opinion already re- 
ferred to, in which he held that con- 
gress had limited the compensation of 
experts to $9 a day. 


Submitted It to Wickertham. 


"After you submitted to me the re- 


port of the personnel board I asked the 
attorney general to examine it ani 
give me his opinion in respect to the 
matter because it concerned the vio- 
lation -of the law as interpreted by 
him in one of his opinions. He did 
so and advised me that the recom- 
mendations of the 
personnel board 


ought to be carried out. In connection 
with his recommendations he invited 
attention to a clause in the act of con- 
gress approved Mfirch 15. 1898. stll' 
in force that enjoins upon the head 
of each department the duty of ex- 
acting from the employes in that de- 
partment who are under an annual 
salary labor amounting to seven hours I 
every day but a holiday. 


"An examination of the records sat- 


isfied me that the questions had not 
been presented to the persons involved 
in such a way as to enable them to 
make full 
defense. 
They had only 


been called as witnesses and cross- 
examined without a full understanding 
that they 
were under trial, which 


might involve their dismissal, accord- 
ingly I directed you to submit the 
whole record, together with the opinion 
of the attorney general to each one 
of the persons, charged, and invite 
from him an answer. These answers 
were filed in due course, and are quite 
full in detail. 


Wiley Did Not See Correspondence 
"The answer of Dr. Wiley specifically 


denies that he ever saw the corre- 
spondence between Dr. Kebler and Dr. 
Rusby or that he ever consciously en- 
tered into an arrangement by which 
Dr. Rusby was in effect to receive 
compensation at a rate in excess of 
that prescribed by the statute as in- 
terpreted by the attorney general. The 
truth is. It appears from the answers 
of Dr. 
Wiley, Dr. Kebler and Dr.

$1,600 annual salary required them to 
exact from Dr. Rusby seven hours a 
day for all the work days of the year, 
then of course his employment must 
have been known by them to be illegal 
and under the circumstances to be on- 
ly a co\'er for a. different contract of 
employment; but if they understood, 
as seems to have been the case gener- 
ally in 'he agricultural 
department, 


that such an employment a.t an an- 
nual salary might bo entered into wi'.h

Dr. Wiley's Conclusion 


"It seems fairly clear that Dr. Wiley, 


upon an examination Of the records., 
concluded that the employment of Dr.. 
Rusby at nine dollars a day for lab- 
oratory work and fifty dollars a day 
for court work, would amount to $1,- 
600 a year if the department called on 
him whenever they needed him and 
that it was this arrangement to which 
you consented.

employment of Dr. Rueby at {1,600 a 
year In one way to reconcile it with 
the law, and in another way to satisfy 
Dr. Rusby In his wish to secure twen- 
ty dollars a dny. find I think he ought 
to be reprimanded for his disingen- 
uous conduct In writing such letters as 
he did.

"After the appointment Dr. Bigelow 


wrote Dr. Rusby that he thought the 
present arrangement was better than 
the former arrangement when he was 
receiving $20 per day for laboratory 
work and $50 a day for court -work, 
because, he said, 'you are now assured 
of getting 
a certain 
amount 
each 


month, irrespective of the time spent 
and you can so plan your work as to 
interfere with your regular duties to 
a mimimum extent.' 


"The truth is, the limitations upon 


bureau chiefs and heads of depart- 
ments to exact p«r diem compen-sa- 
ticris for the employment of expert* :n 
such cases as this is a doubtful legis- 
lative policy. Here is the pure fi 
s.ct which it is of the highest import- 
ance to enforce and 
in respect

forcement are likely to have all the 
money at their command needed to 
secure the most effective expert evi- 
dence.

"The evidence buv-a not shnT thrit 


Dr. Wiley was a party to thfl corre- 
spond once or the letters upon which 
the chief charge Is founded, but that 
his action in the matter was only 'n 
accord with precedents in the depart- 
ment which justified him In doing 
what he did. 


"With rcsppct to the other persons 


charged, I find an over zealousness in 
Dr. Kebler ami Dr. Blgclow which 
prompted a disingenuous method of 
squaring Dr. Ruaby's desire for what 
he thought wns adequate compensa- 
tion with the contract you and Dr. 
Wiley were willing to make with him 
and for this Dr. Kebler and 
Dr. 


Blgelow should be reprimanded by 


you. So far as Dr. Rusby is concerned 
with respect to this particular con- 
tract I do not find him at fault. 
For 


purposes of punishment or dismissal. 
I cannot charge him with knowledge 
of the legal difficulties involved in his 
employment. 


"1 examined the record in this case 


a number of weeks ago and reached 
the conclusion, which I have stated 
here; but meantime, a committee of 
the house ot representatives deemed it 
proper to institute an investigation in- 
to the department of agriculture and 
especially into the bureau of chem- 
istry and its relations to the depart- 
ment generally. 


"It spemecl to me under these con- 


ditions that perhaps it was wiser for 
me to delay until the investigation 
was completed and the report of the 
committee made. The committee has 
not made a report although I believe 
the evidence has been substantially 
closed, and will not do so until the 
next session of congress. Further con 
slderation satisfies that there are very 
much broader questions involved in 
the investigation and 
the evidence 


there brought out than In the present 
charge which is narrow and definite 
and can now be properly disposed of.

in the padded space with many, many 
stitches of darninc thread.

If It's a Simple Case Try a Sn«cz« or 


Hang From Beam. 


Simple Cases of hiccoughs are often 


relieved by such measures as sucking 
ice or taking salt and vinegar, snys 
the New York Medical Journal. 
Pull- 


Ing the tongue forward and holding 
it for some time Is an effective pro- 
cedure. 


Sometimes obstinate hiccough Is re- 


lieved when the patient Is strong by 
having him hang with the arms ex- 
tended and grasping some beam or 
pole, so that his feet do not touch the 
Moor. With all the abdominal muscles 
tense, have him hold his breath as 
long as possible. 


Sneezing is very effective in certain 


cases, since it is the exact opposite to 
hiccough, being » sudden expiratory 
act. 
In Plato's "Symposjiim" the phy- 


sician Eryximaclius recommended too 
much, either to hold his breath or to 
gargle with a little water, and if not 


relieved to tickle hl» nose and Bneeza, 
whereupon the hiccough would be sur* 
to go.

NORTH CHINA'S ICE PLANT. 


The Fronn Water, However, Cannot 


Be Uted to Cool Drinks. 


(Consul Report.) 


There is only one icc-maKing plant 


In North China. 
It is located in the 


grounds of 
the 
American 
legation 


guard at Pekin. 
It Is in charge of 


Lieut. S. P. 
Budd, 
United 
States 


marine corps. 
This plant produces Ice 


for the use of the legation and of the 
members of the guard. 
Hitherto the 


ammonia used has been purchased of 
a Danish flrm in Shanghai, and prob-- 
ably 
comes 
from 
some 
European 


works. 


There are no breweries in this con- 


sular district. There arc no- cold stor- 
age warehouses and no meat packing 
houses using refrigerators. 
The Chi- 


nese use ice very largely, which they 
cut in the winter from the rivers and 
ponds, put up in large 
rectangular 


heaps on shore and cover with several 
feet of clay. The process is much the 
same as in the ordinary storage ice 
houses in the United States. 
This ice 


is largely 
used 
by 
foreigners, 
of 


course, but It cannot be used to cool 
drinks. The waters of these ponds and 
rivers are not only muddy and filthy, 
and If one were to put a lump of ice 
In a glass of water he would, very 
probably, introduce into his system a 
large number of germs 
of 
various 


kinds. For drinking the foreigners use 
either bottled waters from springs in 
the mountains or distilled water. The 
bottles containing these are kept on 
the ice, in the Ice chest, but the Ice 
Itself is never Introduced 
into 
any 


drink.

were larger In numbers an artificial 
plant could be made 
to pay, hut 


there are only a few over a hundred 
American men, women and children 
in this city.
